With the railway in the hands of the 
syndicate ths^^^ prosoeufcipn of the 
work will not 'depend on^n annual vote 
of the necessary funds by tho House of 
Commons, or run the gauntlet of the 
adver.so criticism of opposite parties 
with the jiossibility of an adverse vote 
always staring tho country in the face. 
Tlie schoDje now in course of forma-

An interesting discovery has just 
been made at Sandeherred,in Norway, 
of a Scandinavian war vessel. Buriod 
under a hillock, a sailing vesscl has 
been found, which is thought to have 
belonged to those terrible highwaymen 
of the ocean, .thq Vikings, or Nor- 
wegian pirate. It nioa.sures about 
.seventy-fivo feet in length, and i.s in an 
almost perfect state of preservation. 
It is aruied and equi])piHl as tliougii it 
had hoen abandoned wlicro found when 
on tho point of sailing on somo adven- 
turous expedition. All tho ajtparatus 
used liy nautical Norsemen aro mot 
with in this ancient craft, the mast of 
of which is still pretty well intact, 
There are fragments of sails and cord- 
ago remaining, ns well as many speci- 
mens either perfect or incomplete of 
uton-sils and instruments, wliich have 
been eagerly examined by antiquaries. 
A moiig other tilings arc a number of 
pieces of oakwooci, peculiarly .slinpod, 
wrought with a certain elegance, and 
hollowed out in the centre to admit of 
ropes being passed through them. 
Spades and shield.s, or hucklor.-i, have 
also been found, or rather the iron por- 
tion of the bucklers, for the wooden 
part is entirely gone. Near the rud 
dor the skeletons of three horses were 
discovered. The form of the .Thiclds 
and also the manner in which tluiv are 
suspended round tho interior of tiie 
ship, is absolutely the same ns one sees 
represented on the beautiful tapestry 
of Bayeux, in Normandy, which dates 
back to thei eleventh century. The 
ship is not yet completely dug out of 
its present prison near the seashore. 
When this has boon accomplished, tho 
ship — which is thought to be still sea- 
worthy — will be launclied and brought 
to Ghristinia to bo deposited in the 
Univornity Museum. 

The splendid villa inhabited by 
Rossini at Pas.sy was put up for sale 
recently. In accordance with tho 
wishes of tho late Mme. Rossini the 
vast domain was divided in three parts. 
The hotel, with its outer premises and 
garden, forming the first lot, was 
knocked down for 200,000f. 

The Irish jiopulation atiheenfl of!Mny 
was 5,3G3,590, having been rcikiced 
again during the last throe months by 
emigration, This brings it back almost 
to tho numbers of ISOS— i5,2 1 G,;529, 
since which time it had continued to 
increase. The lowest recorded total, 
however, was in 1875, or 5,309, 19 1. 

This year tiie opium crop in China 
will, tho Bombay Gazelle believes, be 
nil or next to that, while Central India 
promises 50,000 chests, though, as 
usual, the astute Marwarecs have been 
loudly ])roclaiming a tenanna crop. 
But tho fact is that new opium is com- 
ing this year' in increa.sed quantities. 

Jlr. Spurgeon, writing on Lord 
Ripon's ap[)ointnient, .says: "It is a 
great mistake; Protestant succession to 
tho throne involves the Protestantism 
of tho Viceroy. s." 

The Treasurer of Capo Colony, in

Some time ago Lord Ashburnham 
was willing to lx'II his iu valuable collec- 
tion of MSS,, partly to the British 
JIu.seum and jiartly to tho National 
Library in Paris. These two great 
libraries could not afford the sum asked 
by Lord Ashburnham, and he is about 
to sell his MSS. to tho Royal Library 
at Berlin for £120,000. 

Tho Duke of Buckingham intends 
soon to. resign tho governorship of Ma 
dras. Ho is a widower with daughters 
only, and if ho does not marry and 
have a son his dukodora will be ex- 
tinct. His father collapsed financially, 
but the Duke inherited a gi'cat sum 
from an uncle, has been very prudent 
and is wall-to-do. 

It having' been reported to the Com 
mander-in-Chief of tho British Fleet in 
tho Mediterranean that piratical vessels 
have recently been committing nets of 
depredation in the neighborhood of 
Smyrna, the Standard says that Ad- 
miral Sitj^^eauchamf) Seymour has 
despatched two of her Jlajesty's ships 
in search of the suspected pirates. 

The statement that Sir Garnot Wol- 
seley is to' receive pecuniary reward for

to the ^landarJ, incerreet. Neither 
is Sir Carnet Y/olseley granted addi- 
tional rank in tho army for his latest 
Bervicpi<bufc..revBrla to his former rank 
of lieutenant-general from the date'^bf 
his landing in England. 

The British war ves.sels Minotaur 
and Agincourt recently made a succo.s.s- 
ful trial of the electric light at Gibral- 
tar as a moans of examining land bat- 
teries and coast defence.! Every nook 
and corner of the rock could be ck- 
plorcd as tho light was slowly directed 
over its surface, but it was very ob- 
vious that during the examination tho 
vessels thensselves bccaino c.vcellent 
marks for the enemy. 

Tho extent to which decollete drosses 
have lately becorno fasliionable has 
tardily attracted what Lord Beacon.s- 
field would describe as "the attention of 
iMaj(!sly," and the Queen has expressed 
a wish that in futin-e ladies will not at- 
tend court in a .state of somi-undresa. 
In fact, next sca.son the wearers of any 
such costumes ns a.stonislied and horri- 
fied lookers-on at this year's Drawing 
Rooms will not bo admitted. 

Tho play, "Citmillo," has always 
been refu.sed a license by the Lord 
Chamberlain of England on the ground 
that it is imniorah A clean, but weak 
version of tho piece, however, under 
the title of "Heartseaso," was passed 
by tho censor, only to fall on the stage. 
Modjeska hit upon tho expedient of 
bringing out that adaptation with the 
part of C'auiillf nearly restored, and it 
is now running with great success at 
the Court Theatre. 

A boat drifting down the Seine tho 
other day wa.s found to contain two 
children, a hoy of two years and a girl 
of fifteen inoiitbs, both in cradles. By 
their side was n sheet of ])apcr on 
which was written, "I abandon you be- 
cau.so I cannot bring you up, anil I am 
going to drown myself because I can 
not live without you, and since your 
father is dead, may thoy who find you 
take care of you." Tiie children were 
taken to the Poundling Hospital. 

In Francii during tho January and 
February frosts, at Malain, a village 
near Dijon, celebrated for its walnut 
trees, whole orchards and fruit gardens 
were literally destroyed. In one of 
these frost-smitten gardens at Point de 
Pany nestled in a picturestiue combe 
a visitor found almost coni])lete devas- 
tation. Not only were young apple 
and pear trees destroyed but veterans of 
a contmy's growth. More extraordin- 
ary still was tho devastation wrought 
among the walnut and oak trees, many 
of which, after weathering tho frost for 
two hundred years and odd, succnmbcd 
to tho winter of 1879-80. 

A Parisian chemist has been sentenc- 
ed to three months' imprisonment for 
carelessly causing tlio death of a man 
by misreading a prescription — very 
legibly written — and supplying a 
quarter of an ounce instead of eight 
drops of laudanum. Tho defendant's 
advocate actually urged as an extenuat- 
ing circumstance that if tho mistake 
had caused the deceaiscd his life it bad 
at least provided him with a painless 
death.

TouoN'TO, July 9. — About eight 
o'clock to-night severe squalls passed 
over Lake Ontario, doing great damage 
to shipping and yachts in this harbor. 
Four boats containing four persons up 
set a short distance from the shore, but 
fortunately tho occnpant.s were saved. 
A boat containing two women and a 
man upset half way between tho city 
and tho island.

A writer in tho I'imcief'd yournal 
ill speaking of ducks, pronounces tho 
Aylesbury and Pekin the be.st varie- 
ties, tho former being noted for its 
large white eggs and delicately-flavored 
flesh, and the latter for tho richnosa of 
its eggs, good constitution and rapid 
fattening. The BLouen is prouonaced 
only sliglitly inferior in flavor and in 
quality of eggs to tho above, innturcs 
earlier, and is hardier. 

Largo quantities of sugar beets will 
bo grown this year in Canada, I^Iaino, 
Mnss.achusotts, Dcleware and Califor- 
nia. Between the beety sorghum jand 
corn the jiroblem of manufacturing 
sugai- in this country scams likely to bo 
solved. Perhaps tho planters of sugar 
caiic in Louisiana will cultivate tho 
beet, as they could doubtless rai.sc two 
crop.s yearly, like tho Crcoln planters of 
tobacco on the banks of the Missis- 
sip]n. 

In some parts of tlormaiiy, instead 
of smoking meat to preserve it, it is 
hung up in n dry, well-ventilatod room, 
niul painted ovar with wood vinegar 
(pyroligiieous acid,) an acid distilled 
over when wood is burnoil in air-tight 
stoves, or any other place where there 
is not free access of atmospheric air. 
The painting throe or four times with 
this vinegar answers overy purposn of 
fiuiokiiig. It protectf; tho meat from 
insects, fungi and putrofaction. 

A special coiiimini o, appointixl for 
the purposi! of testing an Ayrshire cow 
belonging to tho hen I of Woleott it 
Campbell, New ^'ork mills, ftica, 
state, under nutli, ihat she g.ivo eighty- 
fivo jiouiids of iniik |)or day, several 
days in surcrasioii. Thi-s, in all proba- 
bility, is tho large.'it product recordeil 
of the Ayrshire cow, amounting to 
about ^0 quarts. On account of this 
large record let no one lightly nsteem 
their cow which gives twenty ipiartg 
per day. 

The best .-.oil for swei;L potatoes is a 
sandy loam. If sand largoly jn'odoin- 
inalea they will flourish if well manur- 
ed. New ground or virgin soil is espe- 
cially favorable for this crop. It is the 
common jiraciice to sow buckwheat on 
new land for the iirst crop and then to 
plant swpot potatoes for 'the second. 
An abundant crop is the general re- 
sult. In a lieavy loam the vines grow 
luxurianll}', but tho tubers' are gener- 
ally Kinnll, rooty and of inferior quali 
ty. Ill cl.iyoy soil sweet potatoo.s will 
not thrive. 

The Now York Triliuiti: says: It is 
folly to keep oKl sheep. They Hliould 
be turned ofl'to tho butcher while they 
are in their prime. It does not take 
half HO much to fatten thorn then. 
When they get old and thin, in order 
to put them in condition to slaughter, 
the whole superstructure must be re 

juilt. Four sets of lambs are all a ewe 
can bear; this will bring her to Ave 
years, and this is an age whon, with a 

ittlo care, she will round up to a fine 
carcase. Exceptions may be made 
when the brood ia scarce, and the 
blood is more valuable than anything 
else." 

If taken internully with their food, 
sulphur will almost invariably keep all 
kinds of animals free from lice. We 
have made a practice for years past of 
giving a heaping table-spoonful once a 
week in the feed of each of our cows, 
and tho same quantity to about every 
ten hen.s in our flock, and they liavo 
iicYer been troubled with lice. 
It may bo given in the same proportion 
as to size when required in the food' of 
poultry, pigs and sheep. Sulphur is a 
mild cathartic whon used for this pur- 
pose, and in small doses seems to have 
a general beneficial eflect on tho animal 
system, something like salt, though, of 
course, not of that nature. 

Hon. George Oeddes gives, in tlu! 
C'oitntri/ Gentleman, the following me- 
thod of making what he considers tho 
best farm gate : Take two boards 
twelve foot by six inches for top and 
bottpni; three intermediate ones twelve 
feet by five inches; one for main brace 
thirteen feet by six inches, to reach 
from upper hinge (at top of gate) to 
foot of latch poat ; one twelve feet by 
four inches to cover all top of gate; 
two four feet and four inches by six 
inches for hinge jjost; tive sanie length 
by four inches for latoli-post and throe 
vertical braces, llo makes the spaces, 
counting from tho top, eight, seven, six 
and tive inches, discarding any hinge 
projecting abovo the gate, and binding 
all well together by a strong hinge at 
the top, around the ujiright and the 
end of the hinge being well bolted.

LANDLORD AND TENANT IN IRILAND. 

An Irisli Toasaat Fatally Shot by a 
Landlord. 

' Tho Irish Times describes the late 
fatal shooting affray at Drumcromana: 
— Soino time ago a man had been 
evicted by a local landlord, Mr. 
Acheson(since deceased), from a farm 
on his estate at Drumcromana for non- 
payment of about four years' rent. As 
is stated, since that time the holding 
has been unoccupied, and was used as 
a common. About two months ago 
Mr. Henry Acheson, ono of, the.- three 
sons of the deceased gontlcnion, a youth 
of eighteen yc.irs' of age, went to the 
place with some labourers, intending 
to erect a fence around the land, whicii 
consisted of about five acres; but a 
largo crowd of men with blackened 
face.s, and some of them aimed with 
guns, assembled and Bred sovoral shots 
at him, fortunately without inflicting 
any injury. Mr. Acheson was forced 
to run for his life, and till the other 
day no attempt was made to again en- 
close tho farm. One morning, how- 
over, about. 11 o'elock, Mr. Henry 
Acheson, who, it may be remarked, is 
eighteen years old, accompanied by 
.seven labourers, and escorted b}' four- 
teen of tho Royal Irish Constabulary, 
proceeded from Croglian, the residence 
of hi.s mother, Mrs. Acheson, to Drom- 
cromana lot the purijose of placing a 
feiiije aronnd the holding. They had 
not,, been at work more than an hour 
and'a half -when they saw in the dis- 
tance a large number of men advancing 
across the country towards them. .\s 
tho crowd, which numbered over a 
thousand men, approachedit was joined 
Uy another party, and both parties 
were then perceived to bp armed with 
sticks, spade.s, and pitchforks, while 
from tho subsequent firing whicli took 
place Homo must evidently have carried 
firearms. Tlioy were shouting loudly, 
nnd^ presented a menacing aspect. 
One of the labourers who were work- 
ing at tho fence .said it would bo bet- 
ter to go way, as tlicy would be attacked 
if they remained oil the ground. But 
the police told Mr. Acheson they would 
protect him if an attack were made. 
During that time the crowd hail come 
within close distance; they halted, and 
an old man advancing out from them 
oamo up to Mr. Acheson, and addressing 
him said, " Why do you want to dis- 
turb tho peace of the country 1" i\Ir. , 
Acheson replied that he merely want- 
ed to put a fence around his land. 
Tho ' old man then returned to the 
crowd, to whom, as it appeared to 
those who wore with Mr. Acheson, he 
repeated tho toiiversntion. The peo- 
ple seemed disatiafied with what he 
said to them, and they knocked him 
dowiu They then rushed forward 
with a loud shout towards Achesoii's 
party, knocking down ono of the la- 
bourers by the blow of a .spade or a 
pitchfork on the head, and Mr. Acheson 
himself received ii stab in the sido. 
His men called on him to run, and just 
then several shots were fired at him by 
the crowd. j\[r. Aclie.son then ran, 
his labourers and the police also run- 
ning. Tho whole crowd pursued for 
some time, but were gradually dis- 
tanced. Five men, however, continued 
to follow closely. Ono of them named 
Meehan, who was nrmed with a spade, 
at length reached JMr. Acheson, who, 
drawing a revolver, told him to stand 
back or ho would fire on him. Meehan, 
liowover, disregarded the threat, and 
with his spade raised ran forward. 
Mr. Acheson fired twice to right and 
left of the man, with the a]Dparcnt 
intention of frightening him. But his 
antagonist, undaunted, dashed on 
towards him, and then, levelling his 
revolver at him, ]\Ir. Acheson shot hira, 
the bullet taking eflect in the side. 
iMeelian fell forward on the grass. 
The police, who during the chase had 
become separated from Mr. Acheson, 
then came up, and putting him on his 
car, which had been left by him wait- 
ing on the road, and which was for- 
tunatel}' near, drove witli him into 
Billinaraoro, where he at present re- 
mains under arrest. In the meantime 
tho wounded man was borne in tho 
neighbouring cottage, where he died in 
.seven hours afterwards. Mr. Acheson 
is stated to on.joy the reputation of an 
indulgent landlord, and appears to be 
well liked by all in tbo neiglibourhood. 

Landlord and Tenant Bill, 

The following is the full text of the 
bill introduced by Messrs. O'C. Power, 
Gray, O'Shaugbnessy, Coramins and 
Syimn. It is entitled "A Bill to 
Amend tho Landlord and Tenant (Ire- 
land) Act, 1870," and it is as follows : 

" Whereas. it is e.^pedient to amend tho 
' Landlord and Tenant (Ireland) Act, 
1870.' 

Be it therefore enacted by tho Queen's 
most excellunt Majesty, by and with tho 
advice and consent of tho Lords spiritual 
and temporal and Commons in this pro- 
sent Parliament assembled, and by the 
authority of the saiiio as follows: — 

1. From the passing of this Act so much 
of section 9 of tho Act of the 33d and 34th 
ye.ars of hor Majesty, chap. 40, as provides 
that ejectment for non-payment of rent 
shall not bo deemed a disturbance of the 
tenant by the act of the landlord shall bo 
repo.ilcd, and in case of a tenancy or hold- 
ing determined by such ejectment or 
other legal process oh the part of the 
landlord for such non-payment, tho court 
ehall consider such a determination of tho 
same as a disturbance by tho act of tho 
landlord, without pKeJudioe, nevertheless, 
to any rights which such landlord may 
have under tho said Act or otherwise to 
any deduction from or set off against tho 
tenant's claim for compensation under tho 
said Act for such disturbance or deter- 
mination of his said tenancy. 

2. This Act shall bo construed with, 
and form part of, the Landlord and Ten- 
ant (Ireland) Act, 1870, and may bo cited 
as tho Landlord and Tenant (Ireland) Act, 
1870."
